Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

The  liturgy  is  that  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  used  in 
the  first  of  its  consecration  services.    Adapted  from  earlier 
traditions  the  liturgy  symbolizes  a  significant  relationship  with 
all  of  Christendom.
